At  the  suggestion  of  Barrie  R.  Walters,  2519  Fourth  Street,  Trenton, 
Michigan  48183,  a group  of  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society  members, 
who  are  interested  in  collecting  paper  money,  met  on  April  4th.,  1965 
in  the  Bancroft  Hotel  in  Saginaw,  Michigan,  during  The  M.S.N.S. 
convention. 

The  followig  members  were  presents 

P.  H.  (Jim)  Frans,  David  Jackson,  Ralph  Hinkle,  Irving  Moskovitz 
Milton  Crooks,  William  J,  Hover,  Richard  Hood,  Carl  Roethke,  William 
Marquand,  Norm  Lewis,  George  D.  Hatie,  John  Atanasoff,  Robert 
Blazis,  Tom  O'Brien,  Max  E.  Brail  and  Jerome  Stevens. 

Mr.  Frans  acted  as  temporary  chairman,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

The  proposal  to  organize  the  Paper  Money  Collectors  of  Michigan  as 
an  affiliate  organization  within  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Soc- 
iety was  presented  by  the  temporary  chairman  Frans.  A motion  was 
made. by  Ralph  Hinkle  to  organize  such  a group,  and  this  was  supported 
by  Richard  Hood.  There  was  no  discussion  on  this  motion,  and  it  was 
unanimously  accepted. 
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Mr.  Frans  then  read  a proposed  Constitution  and  By-laws,  which  had 
been  drawn  up  by  Barrie  R.  Walters,  and  after  considerable  discussion 
regarding  this  Constitution  and  By-laws,  and  allowing  that  certain 
changes  be  made,  motion  was  made  that  it  be  adopted  as  a basis  of 
organization.  This  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  Constitution  adopted,  lists  three  executive  officers  and  four 
Board  members,  making  a total  executive  board  of  seven.  Mr.  Frans 
then  asked  for  nominations  for  for  President.  Mr.  Frans  was  nominat- 
ed, and  unanimously  elected.  Max  Brail  was  nominated  for  Vice  Presi- 
dent, and  was  also  unanimously  elected.  For  Secretary-Treasurer, 
Thomas  Herbert’s  name  was  put  in  nomination  by  Richard  Hood,  and  it 
was  supported  by  Ralph  Hinkle,  Thomas  Herbert  was  not  present  at 
the  meeting,  and  so  several  questions  arose  as  to  whether  he  would 
be  willing,  to  serve  as  Secretary- Treasurer . Richard  Hood  assured 
the  group  that  Herbert  would  accept,  and  also  stated  that  he  would 
be  very  capable,  Thomas  Herbert  was  then  elected  unanimously. 

The  following  Board  members  were  nominated  5 George  Hatie,  Irving 
Moskovitz,  Ralph  Hinkle  and  William  J.  Hover.  These  Board  members 
were  unanimously  elected. 

The  group  then  adopted  officially  the  name  of,  "The  Paper  Money 
Collectors  of  Michigan",  and  agreed  to  use  the  initials  "P.M.C.M.". 

The  P.M.C.M.  then  voted  adult  dues  of  $1,00  per  year  and  I .50  per 
year  for  Junior  members,  (A  Junior  is  considered  as  anyone  who  has 
not  yet  reached  the  eighteenth  year, ) 

The  P.M.C.M,  decided  that  the  fiscal  year  of  the  organization  would 
coincide  with  the  Spring  Convention  of  the  M.S.N.S.,  and  that  elec- 
tion of  officers  would  be  held  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year.  The 
group  then  decided  that  they  would  hold  two  regular  meetings  per 
year--  each  to  coincide  with  the  M.S.N.S.  conventions.

-he  passing  of  Barrie  Walters,  age  22,  brings  sorrow,  but  yet  a 

deep  admiration  is  shared  for  what  he  accomplished,  while  he  was 
with  us. 

The  PMCM  originally  founded,  based  on  his  idea  to  form  a specialty 
group  for  paper  money  collectors.

Barrie  spent  most  01  his  life  in  a wheel  chair,  as  he  was  a victim 
of  muscular  dystrophy.

No  complaint  was  ever  heard  from 
him.  Those. who  were  close  to  him  were  aware  that  he  knew  his  phys- 
ical condition  was  weakening  rapidly.

He  had  a long  standing  interest  in  this  work  and  also 
had  an  amateur  radio  operator  license.  He  monitored  many  calls  for 
the. police  departments  for  the  City  of  Trenton,  as  well  as  other 
cities  when. needed.
